SACRAMENTO. 

We never visit this: flourishing City 
of the Plains without the rekindling of 
some of the old ’49 feelings with which 
we entered it on Sept. 14th, of that 
year. On the 16th we met with the 
people in the only place of worship in 
the city—an old blacksmith-shop, set in 


order for the occasion, where, at the 


end of the bench, we stood to preach 
the second time in the limits of the 
state. - Rev. J. A. Benton, the Congre- 
gational pastor, was sick, and we en- 
deavored to supply his place. That 
evening, in the pastor’s tent, or little 


square cloth house, seven persons met, 


and, after seeking guidance of the Spirit 
of God, proceeded to the organization 
of the First Church of Christ in Sacra- 
mento. From that date to the present, 
that, the second strictly Apostolical 
form of'church in the state, has con- 
stantly prospered in numbers, enterprise 
and character, as a leading influence for 
good in the great interior valley of 
California. From that time we have 
ever felt something of a home attach- 
ment and personal interest in this now 
great city and capital of the rising, vir- 
tual Empire of the Pacific. 
Sacramento has survived every check 
to its advancement, overcome every ob- 
stacle in its career, and now stands a 
large, sure, prosperous and beautiful 
city ; the third in size on the coast, and 
one of which every Californian may 
feel proud. It is to be permanently our 
capital, and permanently prosperous. 
With a population of about twenty-two 
thousand inhabitants, its trade is uni- 
form and healthfully increasing, its buri- 
ness settled and regular, its families in 
good homes, with little changiny cf res. 
idents; its laboring population all busy 
in good employment, with very few 
idlers or seekers for laLor, unless new 
comers. Its streets are admirably grad- 
ed and paved, especially in its most 
business parts, with good cobble-stone 
and a top-dressing of a peculiar mixture 
of cement and pebbles, rendering the 
whole almost as smooth as the Nichol- 
son patent. Its business houses are 
good, substantial (not lofty) brick build- 
ings, put up fur use, and not display. 
Its dwellings are, many of them, among 
the most rationally beautiful in archi- 
tecture and ornamental surroundings in 
the state. Large, most tastefully culti- 
vated yards, are the order of the city, 
often a whole or half a block, being used 


for this purpose, adorned with rarest 


shades, plants, flowers, and greenest of 
grass; the orange tree loaded with its 
rich, yellow fruit, often adding its love- 
liness to the scene. Its hotels are well 
built and finely kept, among which, as 
veritably first-class in structure, furni- 
ture, and quality of food, we would 
mention the Western Hotel and the In- 


ternational, both on K street, yet each 
charging but twenty-five cents the meal. 
The Western adds to its other advan- 
tages a fine elevator—the only one in 
the city. 

The public school buildings of Sacra- 
mento are numerous, and certainly on a 
scale that reflects the greatest credit on 
the people. Its private schools are good, 
among which are Mrs. Perry’s Seminary 
for girls, and the Business College of 
Mr. Atkinson, well and vigorously con- 
ducted, and extensively patronized from 
all the interior. There are also a num- 
ber of excellent libraries in the city, 
among which are the City Library, and 
that of the state, at the State House. 
Its two main benevolent Institutions.are 
the Howard Benevolent Institution, to 
aid all classes of the suffering and 
needy, especially adults with whole fam- 
ilies—and the Protestant Orphan Asy- 
lun, in which some ninety destitute 
children are provided with a home and 


| Christian instruction. 


The churches, which everywhere are 
the sources and the conservators of mor- 
als, have been uniformly prospered, and 
are, perhaps, as numerous as would be 
expected. They are Congregational, 
Episcopal, Presbyterian, two Methodist, 
two Baptist, Methodist South, Lutheran, 
Disciple, two Colored, United Brethren, 
and Roman. They are all provided 
with good places of worship, and with 
regular pastors, one excepted. Thus 
there are fourteen churches for twenty- 
two thousand people: more in propor- 
tion than San Francisco, or even Oak- 
land ; but a proportion so small that it 
oust in all our large places, to occa- 
sion most serious theught. . With such 
masses brought together in our cities, it 
would seem the best opportunities are 
offered for reaching men ; and yet, fur 
multitudes little or nothing is done, ef- 
fectually, to reach the masses. We 
raise the question of what can be done, 
as many others have done, to stimulate 
thought on the subject, that a remedy 
may be devised, if possible. Certain it 
is, that not only are these religiously- 
neglected and negligent men tending to 
moral ruin here, but to ruin eternal 
hereafter. Without religiow there is no 
basis for morals among men, and no 
ground for hope before God. We are 
sure that fur the irreligious multitudes 
of our cities in particular, there is very 
great need that some new and’ effectual 
measures should be devised, that they 
may be led to appreciate the word of 
God, and choose obedience to his com- 
mands. S. V. 


‘Have We No Doctrinal Moorings? 


Epirors or tue Paciric:—Since 
the refusal of that “ Indian Orchard ” 
council to install Mr. Merriam as pas- 
tor, in full connection with the Congre- 
gational churches of the country, there 
has been a very explicit statement 
made, that about seventy-five per cent. 
of our ministers would refuse, in like 
circumstances. Those who would ad- 
mit such as teachers and leaders of 
thought, bring in personal considera- 
tions and pit them against God’s word. 
Clearly, this is dangerous and, finally, 
ruinous. The more exemplary a man 
may be in external: life, the more dan- 
gerous his errors of thought. For 
people will persist in attributing some 
of his good practice to bis bad theory: 
In such cases, men are good ip spite of 


their bad theories and illogical stoppa-. 


ges in the way, before reaching the nat- 
ural and final result of their erroneous 
premises and theories. As a sensible 
man I cannot endorse what Dr. Leon- 
ord Bacon hints, in the ‘* Congregation- 
alist ? of Dec. 26th, 1877; that there 
isa need for a review of the Scripture 
deetrine upon ‘‘ Last Things.” The 
simplest man or woman can read of 
“ Everlasting ” life, and can. see oppo- 
site it “‘ Everlasting ” death, or “ Ever- 
lasting or “ Eternal” punishment. We 


cannot more fully simplify the idea. 


ccntained in the word—* Eternal” or 
‘* Everlasting.” Why? Because these 
synonymous words are infinite in at 


least one direction—forward. I might. 


goon to speak of ages and ages and 
ages, and continue thus for fifty years 
or for fifty thousand years, and should 
then be no nearer the fullness of the 


simple expression in the words “ Eter- 
nal” or “ Everlasting.” I rejoice to be 
found among those who can and do ac- 
cept the Bible teachings in their plain 


,|and simple meaning. We have good 


Christian anchorage in the Bible doc- 
trines, so full, so clear, so ripe with 
rich fruits for mankind. What we do 
need is fewer “‘ smart men ”’ 1n our pul- 
pits, and more men who are content to 
rest in the plain word, and who have 
fixed principles, drawn from God’s word. 
Throughout the land, ahd in all denom- 
inations, there are too many men who 
are blown about by various winds of 
false doctrine. Like a ship ina storm 
at sea, without anchor or anchorage, 
without rudder or sail, by which to 
steer or lie up-in-the-wind for a.calmer 


season ; they drift and drive till they 


bring up against some rock, split and 
sink, and with them, perhaps, most, if 
not all, on board the same craft. What 
we all need to know is where we are, 
doctrinally. I have no sympathy with 
those churches that ‘‘ have no creed,” 
as they exultingly tell us? For what 
are tle ministers of such churches 
preaching, then? For salary? The 
pleasure of appearing before the public? 
The apostle Paul wrote thus to Timothy: 
“I charge thee before God and ‘the 
Lord Jesus Christ; preach the word, 
be instant in season, out of season. 
Reprove, rebuke, exhort with all long- 
suffering and doctrine. For the time 
will come when they will not endure 
sound doctrine. And they shall turn 
away. their ears from the truth and 
shail be turned unto fables.” Concern- 
ing the refusal to fellowship such per- 
suns, as teachers, hear Paul’s words to 
Timothy : “ Ifany man teach otherwise 
and consent not to wholesome words, 
even the words of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, and to the doctrine which is ac- 
cording to Godliness; he is proud, 
knowing nothing, doting about ques- 
tions aud strifes of words, whereof 
cometh envy,,strife, railings, evil sur- 
misings, perverse disputings of men of 
corrupt minds and destitute of the 
truth. From such withdraw thyself.” 
To Titus, Paul writes: ‘Speak thou 
the things which become sound doc- 
trine. A man that is a heretic after 
the first and second admonition, reject.” 
This is clearly positive. Some of your 
“liberal ” (?) minded men would call 
this un-Christian. Were Paul with us 
to-day, he would tell us that he could 
not make himself above his Master and 
his Master’s words. A Christian mifiis- 
ter is to be a leader. But if he be not 
certain about these fundamental points 
of Christian truth and doctrine, how 
can he prefitably lead and teach those 
over whom he is thus placed ? The first 
and indispensable mental qualification 
of a religious teacher and leader is to 
know whereof he speaks, at least as to 
the leading points of which he is to 
teach. In pulpit qualifications, as in 
commercial or tho.e of secular educa- 


tion, the candidate must meet the ap- 


propriate test. If from any reason the 
candidate be not suitable for the office, 
he should have good sense enough not 
to place himself in a position to be re- 
fused. If he so place himself, the con- 
sequences have been invited by himself, 
and he can charge no one with illiber- 
ality or sectarianism. The word of 
Christ is the final standard by which 
the Christian minister or layman must 
staid or fali. This word, it seems to 
me, is plain upon this question of 
Eternal, Everlasting.”

Sabbath-school Lesson. 


Lesson for Sunday, Feb. 3d, 1878. 
2 Chron. xix: 1-9. | 


JEHOSHAPHAT REPROVED. 


Time—B. C.897. Place—Jerusalem 
and the kingdom of Judah. Rulers— 
Jehoshaphat, king of Judah ; Ahaziah, 
cf Israel; Benhadad II., of Syria. 
Prophete—Eli jah and Micaiah Israel, 
Jehu in Judah. 

The Connection.—Chapter eighteen, 
which intervenes between last lesson and 
this, is almost exactly the same as 1 
Kings, xxii. Jehoshaphat's faithfulness 
to God led to bis great prosperity, 80 
that he had “riches and honor in abund- 

ce.” He married his son to the daugh- 


of their fathers. 


ter of Ahab, and went with Ahab to 
battle against. the Syrians, They were 
defeated and Ahab was slain. 

Fxplanatory.—1. “Returned.” From 
his defeat at Ramoth Gilead. “ In 
peace.” The Syrians did not follow up 
their victory and pursue him. 

2. “Jehu, son of Hanani,”? denounced 
him for helping Ahab, and for l.ving 
those whom the Lord hated, and pre- 
dicted that wrath should come upon 
him, as it did, in wars with Moab and 
Ammon, and in the wickedness of his 
son, Jehoram. 

3. “Nevertheless good things in thee.” 
God withholds his hand on this account, 
and waits to see how thou wilt act in 
future. Jehu notices what is praise- 
worthy, as is proper for as when we 
give reproof, ‘ Prepared thine heart.” 
To prepare the heart is to dispose or de- 
vote it to God’s service. Preparations 
of the heart are what the heart devises 
or intends. The place to begin to seek 
the Lord is always in the heart. When 
the heart is devoted to God, the service 
of God is easy and natural. * To seek 
God” is to strive to know and do his 
will, and thus become acquainted with 
him, 

4. “Dwelt at Jerusalem,” He mind- 
ed his own business at home, and would 
not expose himself by making any more 
such visits as he had made to Ahab. 
‘*‘Went again through the people.” He 
became a teacher, traveling through his 
whole kingdom ; not to make a show, 
or receive vain honor from his subjects 
but to bring them back to the Lord God 
Beersheba” (the 
well of the oath). A city on the south- 
ern frontier of Jehoshaphat’s kingdom. 
It is first mentioned in Gen. xxi : 
when Abimelech came to make a cove- 
nant with Abraham and Isaac (Gen. 
xxvi: 12-33). Jacob offered sacrifices 
here on his way into Egypt (Gen. xlvi: 
1). Here Elijah bade farewell to his 
servant before taking his journey across 
the desert to Sinai (1 Kings xix: 3.) 
“Mount Ephraim.” The northern ex- 
tremity of Jehoshaphat’s kingdom: It 
was the mountainous region of the 
southern part of the tribe of Ephraim, 
which Abijah had takes from the chil- 
dren of Israel. 

5. “Judges in the’land.” There had 


no doubt been, from the first, local judges - 


or magistrates, in all the chief cities and 
towns. Probably Jehoshaphat found 
corruption widely spread, and thé mag- 
istrates in some places tainted with the 
prevailing idolatry, He therefore made 


a fresh appointment of judges through-- 


out the whole country. “ ‘The fenced 
cities.” The limitation to fenced cities 
seems to imply either a concentration of 
judicial authority in the hands of a few, 
or the creation of superior courts in the 
chief towns, with the right to appeal to 
such courts from the village judge. 

6. “And he said.” The charge he 
gave them—words worthy to be written 
in letters of gold. “Take heed.” The 
means he prescribes to keep them to 
their duty are two: (1) Great caution 
and circumspection. Judges, of all 
men, need to be cautious ; so much de- 
pends on their taking a thing right. 
(2) Great piety and religion. Let the 
fear of the Lord be upon you (verse 7). 
“Ye judge not for man.” You are 
God’s servants more than you are man’s 
* Who is with you in the judgment.” 
To notice what you do, and call you to 
account if you do amiss. And to help 
you judge aright. 

7. “ The fear of the Lord be upon 
you.” In a preserving way, that ye 
may beware of judging unjustly.. “No 
iniquity with the Lord.” He is the 
great example of justice. Magistrates 
are called gods, therefore they must en- 
deavor to resemble God. People are 
apt to become like the gods they wor- 
ship. A holy God, that neither sins nor 
looks upon sin with allowance, will keep 
those that serve him from sin. “ Re- 
spect of persons.” It is the character 
and state of heart, and not the nation 
or rank that God regards. The poor 
should be placed at an equal advantage 
with the rich, in obtaining their dues. 
“Taking of gifts,” that is, brides, either 
directly or indirectly. Taking of bribes 


| in some form is the peculiar danger of 


all who hold office. 
_ 8. “In Jerusalem.” He erected a 
supreme court in Jerusalem, which was -

advised with and appealed to in all dif- 
ficult cases. In Jerusalam were set 
these thrones of judgment, where they 
would be under the inspection of the 
king himself. “Chief of the fathers.” 
The fathers of Israel are the heads of 
families ; the “chief fathers” are the 
great patriarchal chiefs, the admitted 
heads of great housesor clans. “Judg- 
ment of the Lord, controversies.”” These 
three classes constituted a supreme court, 
which sat in Jerusalem to review appel- 
late cases from the inferior courts. It 
consisted of two divisions, the first of 
which had jurisdiction in ecclesiastical 
matters, the second in civil, fiscal, and 
criminal cases. According to others, 
the two divisions of the supreme court 
adjudicated, the one according to the 
law contained in the sacred books, the 
other according to the law of custom 
and equity; as in Eastern countries at 
the present day, the written gnd the un- 
written laws are objects of separate ju- 
risdiction. Over the first he placed 
Amariah the chief priest ; and over the 
civil affairs, Zebadiah the chief man of 
Judah (verse 11.) “When they return- 
ed to Jerusalem.” Not “ when,” but 
‘‘and.” If we detach this clause from 
verse eight, and attach it to verse nine, 
the sense is fairly satisfactory. 

9. “The fear of the Lord.” It means 
paying him reverential awe. It does 
not designate terror. ‘‘Faithfully.” In 
firm adherence to promises or engage 
ments, true and constant in the observ- 
ance of duty. ‘With a perfect heart.” 
A heart sound, sincere, entire, in his 
service. This isthe leading aim, the 
main, grand purpose. 


Priest-Ridden Spain. 


What sort of reconstruction Spain 
has undergone since the war may be in- 
ferred from the fact that the so called 
higher priesthood are the virtual rulers 
of. the land. Their influenceis omnipo- 
tent with the ruling classes, and in mat- 
ters ever so slightly connected with their 
ministry, no prefect or civil governor 
dare contradict an order of the bishop 
or religious governor. The following in- 
cidents, for which I can vouch, lately 
occurred :— 

The public schools and teachers are 
under priestly control, though supported 
by the city funds, I have known Pro- 
testant children of blameless conduct 
dismissed from the school by the bish- 
op’s written order. Excuse, that they 
might contaminate the rest of the schol- 
ars. 

Of course they control the ceme.e: ies, 
though they are likewise city propeaty. 
I can instance the case of a Catholic 
gentleman, a furmer resident of New 
Orleans, who has spent some five hun 
dred dollars in a mausoleum for ‘him- 
selfand family. He soon after died, 
and his body was refused sepulture 
therein, because he had been a Freema- 
son, and had refused toree the priest 
when on his sick-bed. He was buried 
in a Protestant cemetery against the 
tears and protests of his family, who 
could not bear to see their father’s re- 
mains so treated. The bishop was ap- 
pealed to in vain—the alcalde, the pre- 
fect, were all appealed to, but they 
dare not countermand the order of the 
omnipotent bishop. As a last resort the 
coffin. was enclosed ina metallic case, 
that danger tothe public health might 


not be alleged against its removal, and | 


the case appealed to Madrid. The 
highest legal counsel was employed, 
the case was favorably decided on by 
the supreme tribunal, the leading Free- 


masons and most prominent politicians |* 


in Madrid took the matter in hand—1 ut 
allin vain. The metallic coffin of the 
Catholic subject rests tranquilly in the

Theology, 


Dr. Schaff has a word of council to 
theological students:—Where philoso- 
phy ends, theology begins. The former 
is the knowledge of the natural, the lat- 
ter the knowledge of the supernatural. 
The one is the science of reason, the 
other the science of revelation. But the 
natural points to the supernatural as the 
only rational explanation of its own ex- 
istence. So the body points to the soul, 
which animates and uses it as its organ ; 
so the house points to the architect who 
built it ; the law presupposes a law. giv- 
er; the creature is inconceivable with- 
out a Creator. Reason’s highest func- 
tion is to prove the necessity of revela- 
tion. Philosophy teaches that there 
may be a God, and that there oughf to 
be a God ; that man may be immortal, 
and oughtto be immortal, Theology 
knows that there is a God, and that 
man is immortal for weal or for woe. 
Philoso, hy cannot deny the terrible fact 
of sin and the mortal disorder of the an- 
iverse ; but it cannot explain it, and 
still less, remedy it. Theology knows 
both the poison and the antidote. To 
him who knows from experience that he 
is a sinner, justly exposed to the wrath 
of a holy God, and who believes that. 
Christ is his Saviour, who satisfies all 
his spiritual wants and aspirations, the 
objections of infidelity have as little 
weight as water upon a _ or paper 
balls upon a fort. 


Governor Robinson, of New York, 
condemns the principle of applying the 
public moneys to any other education 
than such as is necessary to enable the 
pupils to understand their duties and 
exercise their rights in a free govern- 
ment, He says: ‘“‘When we go beyond 
this, and take from one man the money 
necessary to educate the children of an- 
other man in the arts and sciences, we 
perpetrate an act of injustice uuder the 
forms of law. What is worse than this, 
instead of educating the masses of chil. 
dren so as to prepare them for the par- 
suits and industries upon which they 
must depend fora living, we educate 
them in such a way as to make them 


beneficial to their own interests, and 
take away the strong incentives which 
impel those who are really able and 
worthy to win for themselves high posi- 
tions in learning and usefulness. When 
the state has given to all the children a 
good common-school education, it should 
there leave them to their own resources, 
and to fu llow such courses as their ca- 
pacities fit them for. To go beyond this 
is to injure rather than benefit them.’

eternally on, we shall have more and 


more to remember, and finally shall 
have gathered in more into this great 
storehouse of the soul than is now con- 
tained in all the libraries of the world. 


And there is not one of our faculties: 


that has not a similar power of expan- 
sion. Indeed, if it were not so, the 
memory would finally overflow and 
drown all our other faculties, and our 
spirits would virtually eease to be any- 
thing more than registers of the past.” 
Take courage, or fortitude, or patience, 
and put upon it this law of perpetual 
increase, and whereto will it not grow ? 
Let faith be never so weak, what strength 
will it not acquire while this endless life 
is going on? Let love to Christ be a 
weak and vacillating affection, feetle in 
its constraining power, recognized in-

What opportunity’for associa- 
tions and acquaintanceships and conse- 
quent knowledge must such a measure- 
less experience afford? What. perfect 
understanding of the Jewish history, for 
example, might not one have after a 
thousand years of intimate acquaint- 
ance with Abraham and Moses and Da- 
vid and Iasiah ? What complete under- 
standing of the early Christian centuries 
after long association with Paul and 
John and Luke and Jerome and Igna- 
tius and Augustine? What ability to 
judge of such a theory as Darwin’s law 
of development, after watching the un- 
folding &f life a thousand times as long 
as life has existed on the earth? What 
knowledge of God and the deep myster- 
ies of his being and working, the plan 
on which he creates, the principles on 
which he redeems, the place which pray- 
er holds in his scheme, the reasons why 
he permits the affliction of his people, 
might not one compass while dwelling 
eternally in his presence and his employ ? 
Is it strange that revelation should seem 
to struggle with itself in its attempt to 
portray this future life, assuring us that 
‘it doth not yet appear what we shall 
be,” describing the vast personalities of 


the eternal world as “ thrones, domin- 


ions, principalities and pOwers,” and 
painting for us pictures with the gor- 
geous imagery of the Apocalypse, which 
after eighteen centuries of study we are 
not yet able to understand ? 

Without pursuing longer this idea, 
which would only grow more exhaust- 
less the farther we should follow it, Jet 
us gather up a few of the lessons which 
it suggests, and which furnish fit food 
for thought as the year draws to its 
close. 

And first, there comes tu us a fresh 
impression of the old and trite truth 
that this life is short. Long and short 
are relative terms, but here is a term 
that is absolute, here is existence that is 
endless, existence that cannot be meas- 
ured, existence for which we use the 
word “ eternity,’ but do not know what 


we have said when we have used it, 
- What are three score and ten when set 


over against this eternity ? Moses lived 
on till his years were six score, yet in his 
conception this earthly life was like a 
watch in the night, like the short-lived 
grass. “In the morning it groweth up, 
in the evening it is cut down and with- 
ereth.” The concentric rings of the gi- 
gantic trees of the Sierra indicate a 
growth of twelve hundred years. A 
long growth, one would say, compared 
with that of the alfileria, which springs 
up to-day and withers almost as soon as 
the summer is born: yet what is the 
period during which the Sequoia is grow- 
ing compared with the period during 
which our characters shall grow? 
“ What then is our life ? It is even a 
vapor ”—a morning fog—‘‘ that appear- 
eth for.a little time, and then vanisheth 
away.” 
Close beside this thought lies another. 
It cannot greatly matter what our cir- 
cumstances and outward environments 
are during this brief period. If we are 
caught in a passing shower does it great- 
ly matter whether our momentary shel- 
ter is a shed or a palace? Be it one or 


the other, we leave it too soon to care 
| overmuch. Suppose it is our lot to be 
sick or infirm during this earthly life. 
It is unly a brief trip, and in that end- 
less abode “ beyond the river,” no one 
ever says, “I am sick.” We may be 
ill-jadged, or misunderstood, or unappre- 
ciated, but shall we be greatly distressed 
thereby ? These are but the moment- 
ary and méstaken impressions of our fel- 
low-travelers during a brief journey. 
When we get home, our characters are 
certain to stand out luminous and clear, 
and we shall be known for exactly what 
we are. | 

And this suggests another familiar les- 
sop, which is seldom half learned, that 
nothing is greatly important but charac- 
ter, Qur character goes into this end- 
léss life; all else vanishes when the va- 
por vanishes. Is it possible that a man 
should be very solicitous about the shed 
where he stops during a shower, and 
wholly indifferent about the dwelling he 
is to inbabit for years? ‘Yet is it not 
so? Do we not commonly see men 
most minutely attentive and careful as 
to the place where they shall pass this 
brief body-life, while they are uncon- 
cerned as to where and how they shall 
spend the life which begins, but never 
ends? Yet when we once get even a 
glimpse of this unending life, everything 
else sinks into insignificance. We no 
longer wonder that God’s word seems to 
concern itself only about this future life 
and our preparation for it. It pauses to 
discuss no questions of science; they 
can wait. It stays not to gratify any 
natural curiosity ; eternity will afford 
room enough for that. Its one over- 
whelming concern is that we should en- 
ter eternity aright, that, having upon us 
that destiny of endless growth, we should 
make sure that that growth is in the 
right direction. We can no longer won- 
der that looking at earth’s farms and 
ships and railways and stocks and bonan- 
zas, it should still lift. its voice to thrust 
upon us the solemn inquiry, ‘‘ What 
shall it profit a man, if he gain the 
whole world and lose his own soul ?” 
We can no longer wonder that the di- 
vine nature should consent to the humil- 
iation of the manger and the carpenter 
shop, to the agency of Gethsemane and 
Calvary, in order that it might bring 
the tremendous leverage of God’s love 
to bear upon our decision of this mo- 
mentous question. The expenditure of 
divine mercy seems none too vast, the 
enginery of redemption in no degree too 
stupendous, the world-embracing plan 
of the divine kingdom nothing more than 
adequate to its purpose of saving the 
souls of men, when we remember tbat 
every soul is destined to an eternity of 
character, and that that self-chosen, self- 
formed character must, in the nature of 
the case, become eternally fixed in holi- 
ness, or eternally fixed in evil. God 
comprehends, if we do not, the high im- 
port of our being; he understands, if 
we do not, the transcendant meaning of 
the fact that there stretches before us a 
lite that is endless. Ah, my frien’, the 
closing year, so suggestive of the close 
of earthly existence, asks of you this 
question, ‘‘ How do you mean to spend 
your eternity ?” 

We find here another lesson: How 
imperfeet and often how mistaken are 
our judgments of character—our own 
character and that of others. Our char- 
acter here is germinal. It is planned 
for the growth of an eternity, yet we 
are often impatient because we do not 
see it promptly hastening to ripeness. 
If we place in our ground a centary- 
plant, we do not become dissatisfied be- 
cause it does not blossom as soon as the 
June roses. Yet, when there is grafted 
into our hearts, not a century-plant, but 
an eternity-plant, a germ of eternal 
growth, we chide ourselves because the 
deep-rooted, slow-growing, eternal prin- 
ciple does not run over the soul as quick- 
ly as some early-flowering passion, some 
shallow, evanescent delight in amuse- 
| ment. Only be sure the divine germ is 
there, then let the soul alone: give it 
time. That which is to grow forever 
must strike its roots deep. Jonah’s 
gourd grew in a night and perished in a 
night, but the truest life this world ever 
saw grew in favor with God and man 
for thirty years, ere it uttered a parable 
or wrought a miracle. 

Equally are we to be patient with the 
character of others. Very easy is it to 
note the imperfections of our brethren in 
the church, in the family, in society; 
but, if we are wise, we shall remember 
how long they have yet to grow, and 
that the slowest growths are often the 
staunchest. At two months from the 
germ we could probably detect little dif- 
ference between a “ Sequoia Gigantea ” 
anda “Redwood.” Yet two months 
is longer in the growth of a Sequoia 
than thirty years is in the life of a soul. 
God plies the soul with every urgency 
rto begin the divine life, but he. never 
hurries its growth. He who has eterni- 
ty before him can afford to be patient, 


and the eternal future of God himeelf is 
no longer than the endless life of every 
soul.—[ Dr. J. W. Hough. ee 


How to Do It. 


We noticed lately in “Tax Pactric” 
an article headed “Attending Public 
Worship.” It is not our intention to 
discuss ‘‘the cost and profit, spiritually 
‘and financially, of attempts to entertain 
the public at the hour of public wor- 
ship”; but the subject has recalled, to 
our mind a lesson we learned while sriv: 
ing to “entertain” a sabbath-school class 
of boys. 

We have found it highly instructive 
as well as interesting to study the Bible 
in connection with the National Series 
of Lessons now adopted in many, and it 
may be all, of the Evangelical churches. 
When possible, it has been our purpose 
to not only review the le-sons in private, 
bnt also in connection with a teachers’ 
class or a Bible class: by doing s0, 
points otherwise unnoticed have been 
presented to our attention, and others 
have been impressed more strongly upon 
our minds. We cannot commend the 
series too earnestly, and, could old as 
well as young, parents as well as child- 
ren, universally join in its careful per- 
usal, we sincerely believe it would prove 
a source of uncalculated benefit. In ac- 
cordance with this feeling, while tem- 
porarily resident in this city, we attend- 
ed a Bible class, which, we will say, 
per parenthesis, we found most ably 
conducted. One morning we were re. 
quested to take charge of a class of fine 
looking boys. Like other boys, during 
the absence of their regular teacher, 
they were fast becoming demoralized. 

“Order’’ being ““Heaven’s first Jaw,” 
our first duty seemed to be not that of 
instructing, but rather of “entertaining.” 
They must first be induced to “‘lend 
their ears.” Having neglected our us- 
ual private review of the lesson, and be- 
ing thoroughly unprepared to present it 
ina sufficiently interesting manner, in 
our desperation we acted upon advice 
which is often given, and broached sub- 
jects, and hastily ransacked our brain 
for anecdotes which might hit a boy’s 
fancy. The result wasa laugh and a 
general increase of laxity and irrever- 
ence in their conduct, with a putting 
together of heads to relate to one an- 
other their own views and experience, 
It was decidedly a failure on our part. 
Just then the Superintendent made en- 
quiries with regard to how many of 
each class had united with the ehurch, 
and we remembered the description giv- 
en by a lady of her faithful sabbath- 
school teacher, who speedily induced 
each and ail of her pupils to unite with 


from the very first, “Christ and Him 
crucified.” Reproaching ourself for 
having through policy taken up an in- 
ferior theme, we resolved at once to 
take refuge in the “Old, old story,” 
even though through our incompetence, 
it also should prove asad failure. It 
was not now with striking words or il- 
lustrations we attempted to attract, but 
with a few simple questions and old- 
time suggestions : What was necessary 
to fit them for uniting with the church? 
What the only method given by which 
we couid be eternally saved ? And how 
great was ourrisk in delaying! To 
our surprise an instant change crept like 
a wave over the class. Every one sat 
motionless, in a listening attitude as in 
one of deep thought ; and thus they re- 
mained even after the Superintendent 
had signalled the general exercises, and 
to a certain extent until the close of 
school. Surely this change was not the 
result of any words that were spoken. 
It was simply the wonderful power of 
that wonderful theme, the greatest the 
world has ever known. Let that be the 
all-pervading topic, and whether it be 
presented through anecdotes or argu- 
ments, or by loving persuasion, or by 
the blundering utterances of the feeble, 
or ignorant ; if presented with prayer- 
given zeal, it must and will be blest.

The Rev. Dr. McLean delivered an ir- 
teresting and instructive’ lecture to the 
young men of the Pacific Theological 
Seminary on the 8th of January ; and 
the Rev. T. K. Noble delivered an ex- 
cellent lecture to the same circle on the 
15th day of the month. Arrangements 
have been made fora lecture each week, 
until May, from the ministers of Oak- 
land and San Francisco. In this way, 
the young men are brought into living 
contact all the time with men actively 
engaged in ministerial work, and are 
kept free from the danger of becoming 
too bookish, or too much withdrawn 
from the practical work of their study. 
It is hoped that the exercise will become 
so pleasant to all parties, as to Sad 00k 
ate itself. 


Formerly the last Thursday in 
February was observed as a day of 
Prayer for ‘Coileges and Universities. 
in the more recent years the last Thurs- 
day in January has been so observed. 
Next Thursday, January 3lst, will be 
the last Thursday of the month, and it 
is very desirable that our churchesshould 
observe the day, or at least remember 
the object. Some of the churches hold 
their weekly meetings on Thursdays, 
and such churches can readily turn their 
meetings in this direction. Those 
echurches which hold their weekly meet- 
tings on Wednésdays, can observe the 
Wednesday previous as their time of 
‘prayer, if they cannot secure a reasonably 
good attendance for Thursday. The 
chief thing is to pray for these institu- 
tions, and to pray as much in concert 
as practicable. 


‘The Christian Temperance movement, 
‘which is doing such miracles of healing, 
sand making such a triumphant pro- 
gress in some states of the East, has be- 
gun its good work here, and -has gone 
far enough to get a good notice in some 
of the daily papers.

can be so strong as are those which have 
a distinctively Christian origin. 


‘That must be a bad heart that will 
not appreciate the’ blessings of the past 
week, and will not be thankful for 
stormy wind and freighted cloud. The 
‘week brought an average of three or 
‘fyur inches of rain all over the State, 
and to some parts thrice as many inches. 
“These inches will save the crops, and 
will give much assurance of a bountiful 
‘harvest. We ventured to say, a month 
ago, that we should not have a dry |. 
year, but an average rainfall, The past 
week has confirmed our hopes, and 
made it almost certain that we shall be 
favored with an average yield of our 
crops, if not a most bountiful one. In 
our coast counties, to the north, we ob- 
serve that there are reports already of 
freshets and damaged bridges and fences. 
Better these than a lack of showers.

This will keep hundreds from starving, 
at least, and as they will receive their 
pay every night, if they wish it. They 
can leave whenever they can find more 
remunerative employment. The honest 
workingmen can now separate them- 
selves from the other class. The incen- 

diary speakers are sure to be punished 
sooner or later. The state has been 
legislating against. them, as the city had 
done before. The city authorities, sup- 
ported by the military of the state and 
the nation, are determined to break up 
all seditious, disorderly and riotous 
meetings.

Who will 
build up among us such a paper as was 
his in Massachusetts?

You have woven your own robe; wear 
it through the endless ages. You have 
filled your own cup; that cup you shall 
eternally drain ?~ Is it any cruelty on 
God’s part that he lets the ‘man go on 
endlessly in the way in which he has 
chosen to go?

The artificial letter 
indicates a subtle thing which is the 
very life of good utterance. It is a let- 
ter which always calls for a deep inspir- 
ation to render it. A man cannot sound 
it in the hearing of a congregation, as 
it need to be sounded, without having 
it come strong and direct from the lungs, 
calling the muscles of the chest and. ab- 
domen into action to send it out. And 
there is the hiding of its power. A man 
who does not vigorously sound out his 
Hs, does not use public speech as God 
framed man to use it. He maims his 
utterance, and he hurts himself, because 
he does not avail himself of the right 
physical power, and forces things in an 
unintended way. 

It is by carefully observing and try- 
ing whether he vigorously and fally 
pronounces his Hs, that 3 man can find 
out whether he is using his vocal powers 
rightly for public address or not. If his 


Hs are feeble and suppressed, he may |. 


be great and enrapturing in thought, 
but he is weak in speaking, cannot send 
out his voice, and is only wearing and 
breaking himself down in proportion as 
he is compelled to speak much to large 
audiences, or in large spaces. He may 
be using his ‘‘ natural voice,” but he is 
using it against nature and nature’s 
jaws, which cannot be done long with 
impunity. The first and great thing 
which he needs to do, in order to devel- 
ope a voice that will reach, penetrate and 
last, and to secure a good articulation in 
general, is to go to work to practice vig- 
orously on his Hs, and habituate himself 
to throwing them out with lungs fully 
inflated for each one asit comes. It 
may seem like a small matter, but it 
will be found to be of the greatest mo- 
ment, tending to transfigure the whole 
utterance. Nor will it be found so easy 
as might at first be supposed. Earnest 
and stubborn perseverance will be re- 
quired to realize the proper result ; but 
he who will practice, and persist in 
bringing out every H with the peculiar 
force which belongs to it, will presently 
attain a depth and energy of utterance 
whose superior richness and ease will 
surprise himself. 

We suggest for experiment such words 
as heart, hammer, house, hard, haughty, 
high, hell, history, holy, who, whieh, 
when, how, human, hurl, whole. Let it 
be observed whether the H is loud and 
emphati enongh to fill-the lungs on 
either of these, or like words. As most 
people ordinarily speak, no such inspira- 


tion is necessary—that is to say, the H 


is not half sounded, and the “ natural 


voice” in that case is ngt such as can 


safely be taken for teaching large audi- 
ences.—[ The Lutheran. 


The Morality of the Theatre. 


Mr. Macauley, the manager of the 
most respectable theatre which Louis- 
ville has had in many years, was recent- 
ly interviewed by a reporter of the Cin- 
cinnati “Commercial” in reference to 
the management of’theatres and the 
theatre business. In the course of his 
remarks, he gave the following signifi- 
cant testimony as to the necessary char- 
acter of the theatre as a school : 

“The great thing with the people is 
novelty and sensation. There must be 
something striking, something out of 
the ordinary very good, or very wicked, 
or very extravagant. People do not go 
to be entertained. They seek the the! 
atres for sensation and excitement, to 
be horrified or electrified, or shocked, or 
astonished. The stage, with such a 
taste developed on thie part of the pub- 
lic, loses its legitimacy, and the drama 
ceases to be an educator and teacher and 
refiner.” 

The remarks which follow with ref- 
erence to the variety theatres, apply to 
all theatres; for in obedience to the 
principle which is laid down in the fore- 
going paragraph, during the past week 
a play has been acted even in Ais theatre 
of so corrupting a tendency that the 
question was raised whether the civil 


authorities ought not to interfere to pre- 


vent its presentation. He continues : 

“The musical clnbs are another influ- 
ence against us, but the worst is found 
in the variety theatres, where liquors are 


sold.. These Sunday night concerts and. 


variety performances are terribly de- 


-moralizing to the young people of the 


city. They foster low tastes. They 
breed corruption Their influence is for 


“evil; they make’ drunkards and aban- 


doned women. I am no moralist, nor 
am I saying this in the interest of the 


down-town regular theatres ; but let any ‘ 


one observe the inflnence that the Sun- 
day night concerts and the beer-drinking 
theatres have had upon our people, and 
they will be terrified, and wonder what 
we are coming to, and what kind of a 
generation we are developing under 
such a course of training.
